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ELECTRIC  FIRE  ALARM  SYSTEM. 

During  the  year  all  wires  for  fire  alarm  purposes  in  the 
district  south  of  Sixth  street,  and  extending  from  Federal 
street  on  the  east  and  to  Warren,  street  on  the  west,  have  been 
placed  underground  in  the  conduits  of  the  Iowa,  and  Union 
Electric  Telephne  companies.  The  course  of  the  underground 
cables  was  chosen  with  the  aim  in  view  to  reach  any  fire  alarm 
box  subsequently  placed  at  any  street  intersection  within  the 
above  named  district,  with  the  least  possible  length  of  conduit 
and  cable  from  the  lines  of  five  alarm  cable  established. 

In  placing  the  fire  alarm  wires  underground  in  the  above 
named  district,  there  was  used : 

19,873  feet  of  lead  covered  cable,  containing  53,299  feet 
:>f  No.  14  copper  conductor. 

1,718  feet  of  iy2  inch  iron  pipe. 
2,813  feet  of  1  inch  iron  pipe. 

Five  manholes  were  constructed  and  nine  special  iron  posts 

;et. 

The  total  cost  for  the  above  improvement  amounted  to 
£2,862.56.    The  estimated  cost  was  $3,226.56. 

Your  City  Electrician  has  made  a  careful  study  of  the 
:onditions  of  the  overhead  wires  in  the  downtown  district, 
md  has  consulted  many  persons  having  experience  in  and 
cnowledge  of  overhead  and  underground  electrical  construc- 
ion.  He  has  been  unable  either  to  devise  a  plan  or  have  a 
)lan  suggested  for  reconstructing  the  overhead  lines  of  elec- 
ric  wires  in  the  downtown  district  which  will  afford  any 
>ermanent  improvement  in  the  crowded  condition  of  the  wires, 
>r  any  permanent  guaranty  of  safety  to  life  or  property  from 
Tosses  and  wires  carrying  dangerous  and  high  potential  cur- 
"ents. 

The  only  adequate  remedy  for  this  dangerous  and  crowded 
ondition  of  the  electric  wires  which  your  Electrician  has  been 
ble  to  devise  or  conceive,  is  to  place  all  overhead  wires  in  the 
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downtown  district,  in  properly  constructed  underground  con- 
duits. This  plan  of  placing-  electric  light  and  power  wires  ir 
underground  conduits  is  not  a  new  or  untried  scheme.  All  o:4 
the  problems  involved  have  been  successfully  solved.  The  ex- 
pense of  construction  is  not  necessarily  excessive,  in  consider- 
ation of  the  almost  complete  safety  to  life  and  property  thus 
afforded,  the  greatly  reduced  cost  of  maintenance,  lessened 
trouble,  and  interruption  of  service.  The  absence  of  electric 
wires  on  the  streets  and  in  the  alleys  would  greatly  facilitate 
the  work  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  would  enhance  the 
beauty  of  the  city  immeasurably. 

The  past  good  record  of  our  almost  complete  absence  of 
fires  from  an  electric  origin  cannot  be  maintained  with  the 
wires  in  the  streets  in  their  present  condition.  Already  numer- 
ous persons  have  received  severe  shocks  (one  case  resulting 
fatally)  from  crossed  or  defective  wires. 

Your  Electrician  would  therefore  most  earnestly  recom- 
mend and  urge  that  all  companies  owning  or  operating  over- 
head electric  wires  in  the  downtown  district  (except  street 
car  trolley  wires)  be  required  to  place  the  same  in  proper  un- 
derground conduits.

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FIRE  LOSS. 

The  total  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  $45,809.27,  on  which 
there  was  an  insurance  of  $117,450.00.  This  is  exclusive  of 
loss  on  the  Haak  Cigar  Manufacturing  Company's  fire,  which 
occurred  on  the  last  day  of  the  fiscal  year,  the  loss  on 
which  has  not  been  adjusted,  but  will  probably  increase  the 
total  losses  $25,000.00. 

There  were  three  fires  of  a  serious  nature.  The  first  oc- 
curred June  10,  4:55  a.  m.  The  alarm  was  turned  in  from 
box  7,  followed  by  a  second  about  4  minutes  later.  The  fire 
was  in  the  two-story  brick  structure,  situated  at  213-217  East 
Fourth  street,  and  occupied  by  Henry  Jaeger  as  a  livery  barn. 
The  fire  was  mainly  in  the  second  story,  filled  principally  with 
hay.  It  proved  a  stubborn  blaze,  but  was  extinguished  with 
a  loss  of  $4,438,  on  which  there  was  an  insurance  of  $8,300. 

The  next  was  turned  in  from  box  81,  on  October  3d,  at 
2 145  a.  m.  It  was  in  the  Sternberg  Manufacturing  Com- 
pany's plant,  1 702-1 712  West  Locust  street.  The  nearest 
hose  company  was  over  a  half  mile  distant,  and  upon  its  ar- 
rival, it  was  at  once  apparent  that  the  building  was  beyond 
saving,  and  the  work  of  the  department  was  directed  in  con- 
fining the  fire  to  the  plant,  in  which  they  were  successful. 
The  total  loss  was  estimated  at  $28,000,  on  which  there  was 
in  insurance  of  $19,200. 

The  third  and  last  occurred  February  29,  1904.  The 
ilarm  was  turned  in  at  2  120  a.  m.,  from  box  19,  followed  about 
>even  minutes  later  by  a  second  alarm.  The  fire  was  in  the 
Ferdinand  Haak  Cigar  Manufacturing  Company's  plant,  1 1 10- 
[112  West  Seventh  street.  The  building  was  frame  and  of  a 
:ombustible  nature,  and  the  fire  had  attained  great  headway 
ipon  the  arrival  of  the  department.  The  loss,  as  before  men- 
:ioned,  has  not  been  adjusted,  but  owing  to  the  large  stock  of 
:igars  carried  by  the  company,  will  probably  reach  $25,000, 
>n  which  there  is  an  insurance  of  $22,000.

RECOMMENDATIONS. 

I  desire  to  renew  my  recommendations  with  reference  to 
putting  under  ground  the  high  potential  wires  of  this  city, 
ft  is  being  done  by  progressive  cities  everywhere,  and  is  an 
absolute  necessity  to  the  safety  of  the  lives  and  property 
of  the  citizens  of  this  city. 
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I  would  also  advise  that  you  purchase  at  least  six  alarm 
boxes  the  present  year,  as  they  are  badly  needed  in  different 
parts  of  the  city. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  the  station  now  occupied 
by  Hose  Company  No.  3,  and  Hook  and  Ladder  No.  2,  be 
abandoned  in  the  near  future,  as  the  building  is  not  practical 
for  a  double  company,  and  the  location  not  the  right  one. 
Upon  investigation  you  will  find  that  some  of  our  most  val- 
uable resident  property  lies  in  the  neighborhood  of  Grand 
avenue  and  Locust  street,  which  under  the  existing  condi- 
tions, is  just  one  mile  distant  from  the  nearest  hose  company.  • 
By  moving  Hose  Company  No.  3  and  Truck  No.  2,  to  the ' 
vicinity  of  Locust  and  Main  streets,  would,  in  my  estimation, 
greatly  improve  their  efficiency  in  protecting  the  aforesaid 
territory.  I  would  therefore  recommend  that  your  honorable 
body  take  steps  to  procure  a  site,  suitable  for  a  station  of 
that  kind.

To  the  Honorable  Mayor  and  Aldermen  of  th  City  Council  of 
the  City  of  Davenport. — Gentlemen: 

According  to  custom,  I  hereby  submit  to  your  honorable 
body  my  report  as  Health  Commissioner  for  the  calendar  year 
ending  December  31st,  1903. 

The  average  mortality  for  the  City  of  Davenort,  during 
the  year  has  been  13.0175  as  compared  to  14.725  of  the 
previous  year.

The  Health  Department  has  taken  every  precaution  to  pre- 
sent the  spread  of  contagion  through  the  thorough  inspection 

}f  all  localities  and  abodes  which  from  time  to  time  were 
leemed  unsanitary  and  dangerous  to  the  public  at  large. 
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Rigid  uarantining  and  thorough  disinfection  were  carefull} 
adhered  too. 

The  removal  of  garbage  will  in  the  future  need  more  as- 
sistance, as  the  present  facilities  are  insufficient  for  the  large 
territory  covered  and  the  amount  to  be  taken  care  of. 

A  chemical  laboratory  for  the  microscopal  examination  oi 
diphtheria  and  typhoid  baccilla,  as  likewise  the  chemical  ex- 
amination of  water,  is  a  pressing  need  of  a  community  in  the 
size  of  our  City.  At  present  a  well-established  laboratory  i 
located  at  St.  Luke's  hospital,  near  enough  to'  the  center  oi 
population  to  make  it  of  easy  access  to  all.  The  laborator) 
may  be  used  for  such  examinations  if  the  worthy  members  01 
the  city  council  agree  to  set  aside  a  small  fund  with  which  tc 
aid  in  paying  for  the  running  expenses  of  the  same.  The, 
amount  would  be  exceedingly  small  as  compared  to  establish 
ing  an  entirely  new  laboratory — the  above  having  been  fittec 
up  through  the  generosity  of  our  local  medical  profession. 

By  having  the  use  of  such  a  laboratory  the  public  gain: 
in  having  an  early,  positive  diagnosis  made  of  suspected  case; 
of  diphtheria  and  typhoid,  at  no  cost  to  the  patient  or  at 
tending  physician,  and  an  early,  correct  treatment  of  the  dis 
order,  which  will  be  a  factor  in  saving  many  lives. 

Likewise  cisterns,  wells,  and  hydrant  waters  and  the  like 
can  be  scientifically  examined  and  properly  condemned,  as  als< 
the  chemical  inspection  of  milk  and  food  products  for  harm 
ful  preservatives;  as,  formalin,  boric  and  salicylic  and  thei 
fellow  compounds. 

The  amount  invested  by  the  city  in  such  an  undertaking 
is  exceedingly  small  compared  to  the  number  of  lives  saved 

By  placing  the  laboratory  under  the  control  of  our  loca 
Board  of  Health,  with  the  acting  City  Physician  as  head  o 
this  department,  a  very  satisfactory  system  may  be  maintained

To  the  Hon.  Mayor  and  Members  of  the  City  Council, 
Davenport,  Iowa. 

Gentlemen  '.  The  Board  of  Park  Commissioners  has  the 
honor  of  submitting-  herewith  their  Fourteenth  Annual  Report, 
for  year  ending  April  i,  1904.  In  accordance  with  ordin- 
ance, regular  Quarterly  Reports  have  been  made  and  pre- 
sented to  the  City  Council  for  their  approval,  showing  dis- 
bursements on  account  of  Park  Fund  and  to  whom  orders 
have  been  issued. 

In  addition  to  regular  care  and  maintenance  there  has 
been  but  little  money  expended  in  any  of  the  parks  with  the 
exception  of  Fejervary  Park. 

Central  Park  has  been  very  attractive  during  the  year,  and 
has  been  visited  by  thousands  of  our  citizens,  as  well  as  many 
from  outside.  The  greenhouses  have  never  been  more  beauti- 
ful, and  have  furnished  for  the  visitors  a  vast  variety  of  flow- 
ers. The  season  was  cold  and  damp,  and  only  three  concerts 
were  given.  These  were  well  attended  and  have  proven  a 
great  source  of  enjoyment  to  the  people. 

Washington  and  La  Fayette  Squares  have  had  the  usual 
care  and  maintenance,  and  have  been  made  very  attractive 
with  shrubbery  and  beds  of  blooming  flowers.  An  extra 
expense  was  incurred  in  La  Fayette  Square  on  account  of 
granitoid  walk  which  was  laid  to  take  the  place  of  old  cinder- 
paths.  These  squares  are  visited  by  many  people  during  the 
warm  weather,  and  are  a  great  source  of  comfort  and  enjoy- 
ment. 
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Kirkwood  Boulevard  now  extends  from  Brady  Street  to 
Bridge  Avenue.  The  usual  beds  of  flowers  and  shrubbery, 
where  needed,  have  been  planted.  In  addition  to  boulevards, 
Walling  Court  and  Arlington  Court  have  been  placed  in  care 
of  the  Park  Commissioners. 

Prospect  and  Riverview  Terraces  have  received  the  usual 
attention.  Both  of  these  high  lookout  points  are  visited  by 
many  people  and  particularly  by  strangers  wishing  to  get  a 
grand  view  of  the  river. 

The  largest  expenditure  of  money  has  been  in  Fejervary 
Park.  Permanent  driveways  of  macadam  have  been  put  in, 
together  with  water  and  sewer,  and  there  is  yet  much  to  be 
done  before  the  park  can  be  thrown  open  to  the  public.  The 
commissioners  hope  to  have  it  ready  by  the  first  of  June. 
They  have  purchased  some  eight  (8)  acres  from  Mr.  F.  H. 
Griggs  for  the  sum  of  Twenty-five  Hundred  Dollars  ($2,500). 
This  land  adjoins  Ferjervary  Park  on  the  north,  and  was  pur- 
chased with  a  view  of  making  it  an  animal  park.  The  deer 
and  other  animals  have  already  been  removed  there.  A  pair 
of  buffaloes  have  been  ordered  from  Lincoln  Park,  Chicago, 
and  are  expected  to  arrive  within  a  few  days,  when  they  will 
be  installed  in  the  animal  department  of  Fejervary  Park. 

A  petition  has  been  circulated  and  signed  by  most  of  the 
owners  of  property  abutting,  requesting  that  South  Street  be 
extended  west  to  Fejervary  Park.  It  is  hoped  that  this  street 
will  be  opened  the  coming  season,  thus  giving  the  residents 
upon  the  bluffs  and  east  end  of  the  city  an  easy  entrance  to  the 
park.

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Report  of  Public  Library  Trustees 


To  the  Honorable,  the  Mayor  and  the  Common  Council  of 
the  City  of  Davenport. — Gentlemen: 

The  Trustees  of  the  Davenport  Public  Library  present  the 
following  report  for  the  year  ending  December  31,  1903, 
being  their  third  annual  report. 

The  work  on  the  new  building  has  been  delayed  by  the 
failure,  in  January,  1903,  of  the  contractors,  the  Northern 
Building  Co.  From  January  to  July  no  work  was  done  on  the 
building.  In  July  a  second  contract  was  made — a  contract 
with  A.  Steckel  &  Sons  Co.,  for  the  completion  of  the  build- 
ing for  the  sum  of  $31,500.00.  Work  was  started  immediate- 
ly after  the  contract  was  signed,  and  the  Trustees  hope  that 
by  mid-year  the  cty  will  have  the  full  use  of  the  Carnegie 
building. 

Some  legal  complications  resulting  from  the  failure  of  the 
Northern  Building  Co.  are  still  unsettled.  To  the  bondsmen 
of  the  Northern  Building  Co.  (the  Aetna  Indemnity  Co.,  of 
Hartford,  Conn.),  the  Trustees,  through  their  attorney  have 
applied  for  a  sum  due  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the  con- 
tractors to  fulfill  their  contract.  A  settlement  of  this  claim 
has  not  yet  been  effected. 

Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  delays  in  the  completion  of  the 
building,  the  Trustees  have  the  pleasure  of  reporting  to  your 
honorable  body  that  on  the  third  of  June,  1903,  there  was 
opened  to  the  citizens  of  Davenport  the  first  Public  Library, 
in  charge  of  a  librarian  and  four  assistants.    In  rented  rooms, 
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in  the  Cook  Memorial  Library  building-,  corner  Brady  and 
Sixth  streets,  a  large  part  of  our  books  have  been  made  ac- 
cessible to  the  public,  and  the  figures  in  the  report  of  the 
librarian  show  that  the  ready  and  liberal  use  of  library  priv- 
ileges emphasizes  the  need  in  this  city  of  a  public  library 
housed  in  a  well-appointed  building,  administered  by  a  corps 
of  intelligent  educated  workers.  What  has  been  accom- 
plished along  this  line  cannot  fail  to  afford  your  honorable 
body  great  satisfaction. 

The  Board  feel  that  great  credit  and  praise  are  due  to>  the 
librarian  and  her  assistants  for  the  high  standard  of  efficiency 
already  maintained  in  the  administration  of  the  library,  and 
the  splendid  record  already  made. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  financial  statement  herewith  ap- 
pended; also  to  the  annual  report  of  the  librarian  which  is 
made  a  part  hereof,  showing  in  detail  the  work,  growth  and 
condition  of  the  library. 

This  Board  wishes  to  express  appreciation  of  many  cour- 
tesies received  from  the  city  officials.

Report  of  the  Librarian. 

To  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Davenport  Public  Library. — 
Ladies  and  Gentlemen: 

I  have  the  honor  to  submit  herewith  the  annual  report  of 
the  Librarian  of  the  Davenport  Public  Library  for  the  year 
ending  December  31st,  1903,  this  being  the  first  report  for  a 
full  fiscal  year. 

The  first  four  months  of  the  year  and  part  of  the  fifth 
were  spent  at  the  City  Hall  in  work  upon  the  5,000  volumes 
purchased  up  to  and  during  that  time.  This  work  included 
the  following  technical  processes  used  in  preparing  the  books 
for  circulation :  collating,  stamping,  leaf-cutting,  pocketing, 
plating,  labelling,  accessioning,  classifying  and  cataloguing. 
An  outline  of  the  detail  of  this  work  was,  as  you  will  re- 
member, given  in  one  of  my  monthly  reports  to  this  Board. 
During  the  year,  6,169  new  volumes  have  been  prepared  for 
circulation  this  manner,  in  addition  to  much  work  of  the 
same  sort  upon  the  books  purchased  from  the  Davenport 
Library  Association.  Much  remains  to  be  done  toward  re- 
classifying and  recataloguing  the  books  of  the  old  library. 

In  May,  subsequent  to  the  decision  to  purchase  the  books 
of  the  Davenport  Library  Association,  and  to  rent  its  quar- 
ters, the  cleaning  and  renovating  of  the  Library  rooms  in  the 
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Cook  Memorial  building,  and  cleaning  and  rearranginng  of 
about  10,000  volumes  was  superintended  by  the  librarian  and 
one  assistant.  The  5,000  new  books  at  the  City  Hall  were 
boxed,  moved,  unpacked,  and  arranged  on  shelves  in  the  rooms 
at  the  Cook  Memorial  building,  and  on  June  3d,  the  Daven- 
port Public  Library  was  opened  to  the  public  in  temporary 
quarters. 

The  following  figures  show  the  contents  and  use  of  the 
library  with  its  statistics  of  registration  and  circulation  : 

CONTENTS  OF  THE  LIBRARY. 

The  total  number  of  books  in  the  library  is  approximately 
13,400  volumes.  Of  these,  5,925  volumes  are  new  books  pur- 
chased, 208  are  gifts,  4,498  are  books  of  various  classes  pur- 
chased from  the  Davenport  Library  Association,  and  2,750 
volumes  in  addition  is  the  estimated  number  of  public  docu- 
ments included  in  this  purchase. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  2,811  worn  out  or  duplicate  vol- 
umes included  in  the  purchase  from  the  Davenport  Library 
Association,  were  sold. 

Since  the  opening  of  the  library,  June  3d,  10  volumes 
have  been  withdrawn  from  circulation,  as  worn  out,  lost  and 
paid  for,  or  given  in  exchange. 

BINDING  AND  REPAIR. 

The  binding  for  the  year  includes  346  rebound  volumes, 
and  30  newly  bound  magazine  volumes.  This  binding  was 
upon  books  from  the  old  library.  There  are  at  present  some 
100  volumes  from  the  new  collection,  250  volumes  from  the 
old  library,  and  50  magazine  volumes  in  immediate  need  of 
binding.  Many  books  are,  of  course,  repaired  in  the  library, 
as  long  as  this  is  possible. 

REGISTRATION  OF  BORROWERS. 

From  June  3d  to  December  31st,  3,280  borrowers'  cards 
were  issued.    Of  these,  20  have  been  cancelled,  on  account 
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of  death  or  removal  from  the  city,  leaving  the  total  number 
of  cards  in  force,  January  ist,  3,260. 

CIRCULATION. 

The  total  circulation  of  books  for  home  use,  from  June  1, 
to  December  31,  1903,  amounts  to  44,598  volumes.  The 
library  was  open  for  the  circulation  of  books  179  days.  The 
average  daily  circulation  was  249  volumes.  The  largest  daily 
circulation  was  472  volumes,  November  21st;  the  smallest.  116 
volumes,  June  4th.  The  percentage  of  fiction  circulated  was 
77  per  cent  of  the  whole  circulation,  though  this  proportion 
has  steadily  decreased,  being  in  December  but  74.7  per  cent. 

The  total  circulation  of  books,  and  the  range  of  influence 
of  the  library  will  doubtless  be  greatly  increased  by  the  addi- 
tion of  the  much  needed  Children's  Department  and  German 
Department  in  our  larger  quarters,  as  well  as  by  the  longer 
hours  of  opening  which  will  be  possible  with  a  larger  staff. 
We  see  opportunities  for  usefulness  opening  before  us  in 
every  direction,  but  this  year's  record  is  necessarily  one  of 
beginnings  only. 

REFERENCE  AND  READING  ROOM. 

It  is  impossible  to  keep  any  figures  which  will  show  ac- 
curately the  use  of  the  reading  room,  or  the  amount  of  refer- 
ence work  done  in  the  library.  No  record  of  the  use  of  ref- 
erence books  can  be  kept,  as  encyclopedias,  dictionaries,  and 
other  general  reference  books  are  consulted  too  constantly  to 
make  an  accurate  count  possible.  We  do,  however,  know  that 
at  present  the  time  of  one  member  of  the  staff  is  fully  oc- 
cupied in  giving  assistance  to  pupils  of  the  schools,  club  mem- 
bers and  individuals  in  looking  up  subjects  on  which  inquiries 
are  made,  and  in  preparing  reference  lists  on  various  sub- 
jects. Ninety-three  such  lists  have  been  prepared  since  June 
ist,  by  the  reference  librarian,  Miss  Kimball,  and  26  lists  of 
books  have  been  printed  through  the  daily  papers.    No  formal 
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work  with  the  schools  has  yet  been  organized,  but  the  re- 
sources of  the  library  are  very  largely  drawn  upon  by  both 
pupils  and  teachers.  In  addition  to  the  use  of  reference  books 
and  magazines  in  the  library,  we  have  loaned  during  the  past 
seven  months  for  special  use  at  home  or  in  school,  202  vol- 
umes from  the  reference  shelves,  including  magazines. 

Eighty-six  periodicals  are  kept  on  file  in  the  Reading  Room 
and  are  used  by  a  number  of  readers  averaging  about  60  a 
day.

GIFTS. 

The  library  has  received  as  gifts,  208  volumes,  119 
pamphlets,  86  magazine  numbers,  and  24  subscriptions  to 
magazines,   newspapers,   and   other  periodical  publications. 
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The  publishers  of  the  Davenport  papers,  the  Democrat,  Lead- 
er, Republican,  Times,  and  Iowa  Catholic  Messenger  have 
kindly  kept  the  library  supplied  with  copies  of  their  respec- 
tive papers.  The  editors  of  the  daily  papers  have  also  shown 
continued  courtesy  in  giving  space  in  their  columns  to  week- 
ly lists  of  books  furnished  by  the  library,  and  to  various  items 
of  library  news  of  interest  to  the  public.  Special  reading  lists 
have  been  printed  on  such  subjects  as  The  Louisiana  Pur- 
chase, the  Eastern  Question,  Election  of  the  Pope,  Electric- 
ity, Domestic  Science,  Stories  of  Adventure,  Stories  for  Men, 
and  many  others.  These  lists  of  books  in  the  daily  papers 
have  thus  far  proved  our  most  effective  means  of  reaching  the 
public. 

THE  STAFF. 

At  the  opening  of  the  library  in  its  temporary  quarters, 
two  new  assistants  were  added  to  the  library  staff,  from  the 
list  of  applicants  who  had  taken  the  required  examination, 
and  a  third  was  engaged  to  begin  her  duties  at  the  opening 
of  he  new  building.  The  staff  at  present  consists  of  Miss 
Alice  C.  Kimball,  reference  librarian;  Miss  Delia  C.  Sanford, 
cataloguer,  and  Misses  Paula  Beuck  and  Ellen  E.  Bishop.  I 
cannot  speak  tooi  highly  of  the  loyalty  and  efficient  co-opera- 
tion of  each  member  of  the  staff,  in  the  effort  to  meet  the 
needs  of  the  pubic  in  our  temporary  quarters,  under  condi- 
tions which  are  often  difficult. 

Through  your  generous  provision,  the  library  was  repre- 
sented by  your  librarian  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Iowa 
Library  Associaton  held  at  Marshalltown,  October  5-7,  and 
also  at  the  Chicago  meeting  of  the  Illinois  Library  Associa- 
tion, in  April  last.
